Three hours after the occurrence of 
Wednesday night's disturbance one of 
the Central and South American cabies 
broke at a point about 150 miles north 
of Panama, This may, according to 
the cable company officials, have been 
a coincident, or it may have been due 
to the earthquake, 

The earthquake appears to 
been of a submarine character, 

The last serious earthquake on the 
isthmus occurred in September, 1882, 
when in Panama the municipal build- 
ing and the cathedral were badly, 
damaged and fissures in the earth oc- 
curred at Colon.

Later a 
consultation of other judges of the 
superior court was held and Thorwald 
Slegtried, an attorney who previously 
had complained to the bar association 
ot Judge Humphrie's excessive use of 
the writ of injunction, was required to 
apply for a writ of habeas corpus for 
the prisoners. 

The scene in Judge. Humphrie’s 
court late today was remarkable. The 
court room was jammed to suffocation 
the crowd interrupted and ap-

Grand Trunk Pacific Will|Sears With Brand of Hypo- 


Shortly Begin Erection of 
Fine Structure, 


Regina, Oct. 3—Regina is shortly to 
have a splendid new railway station. 
The building, which will occupy an 
area of about $,000 square feet, is to 
be erected at the corner of Albert and 
Sixteenth streets by the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway company, and will be 
two stories in height, the lower part 
being devoted exclusively to the ser- 
vice of the travelling public, and the 
upper part to be divided into offices for 
the use of the railway officials, | The 
main waiting room, however, will ex- 
tend through the two stories of the 
building, thus having the advantages. 
of greut height, which, combined with 
its ample dimensions and dignified de- 
sign, will make it a very impressive 
room, indeed. 

As one approaches the station 
‘annot fail to be impressed by the 
simple dignity of the design and its 
suitability to its surroundings and to 


he 


its purpose. It will be built of buff 
brick and limestone trimmings 
throughout, with large windows find 


generous entrances, The front and the 
Sixteenth street side will be adorned 
with huge canoples of iron and glass, 
extending out over the entrance steps 
and the sidewalks, to protect the pat- 
rong from the weather. The front of 
the building will be surmounted by an 
ornamental clock, large enough to be 
seen from a great distance, so that 
one approaching the station will be In 
no uncertainty ag to the correct time, 
Entering the large doors of the front 
entrance he will find himself in a ves- 
tibule of a gvodly size in itself, with 
walls and floor of marble and ceiling 
of ornamental plaster work. From 
this vestibule one enters directly into 
the large main waitingroom, and is 
compelled to pause for a moment to 
admire its beauty as well as its per- 
fect proportions. The walls of this 
room will be entirely of Caen stone, its | 
floor of different colored marhles, and} 
its ceiling of plaster, beautifully dec- 
orated. All around the room is a] 
gallery with a handsome bronze rail} 
in front, from which open the various 
offices In the second story, and from 
which also may be had a splendid view 
of the entire waiting room with its 
seats and aisles filled with people. 
As one enters the main waiting room 
the street h efinds on the right 
the commodtous restaurant and ladies’ 
waiting and retiring rooms, On the 
left he finds the men's waiting room, 
main stair to offices above, elevators, 
shoe shine parlor and second-class 
waiting room. Directly ahead, on eith- 
er side of the main waiting room he 
will find the ticket and parcel offices, 
conveniently located on each side of 
the exit to the train platforms, On 
each side of the main entrance vestl- 
bule are two comfortable alcoves, 
where one may walt quietly for a 
friend, or train, away from the hurry 
and bustle of the main waiting room 
have a full view of It.

This week, prior to the 
opening of the Coshocton fair, Indus- 
trial Commissioner Hall is sending out 
clreular letters and advertising matter 
direct from his office to 5,000 farmers 
in Ohio. These letters contain the in- 
formation that at the fair the Central 
Alberta Development league will have 
an exhibit in charge of Mr. Porte. The 
letter will also give them some valu- 
able information and at the same time 
remind them that It will be profitable 
for them to look up the exhibit and 
meet Mr, Porte. 

In writing to the industrial commis- 
sloner about the eects or the results 
obtained at the Peoria exhibition, Mr. 
Porte has this to say; “I think we 
made a very good choice in coming to 
Peoria. The fair has been a great 
success, and [ have met many people 
who become very much interested in 
‘earning something about our country. 
I tind that there are a great many who 
rent faems and pay as high as $10 to 
$12 an acre just for rent alone, After 
these people/have seen the products of 
Central Alberta and learn that they 
ean buy good jand for from $15 to $20 
an acre that will produce such crops 
as we show them, some ef then come 
back the second and tbird time asking 
for more information. Many of them 
have stated that ay soon as their tease 
expires they are coming lo Cential 
Alberta. Somme of these parties have 
from $4,000 to $7,000 in cash and a good 
outfit to work « farm,” 

After showing in Ohio arrangements 
will be made, if possible, so that the 
exhibits may be seen in other states, 
A space has been secured in the build- 
ing where the dairy show will be given 
in Chicago, Excellent work is being 
done by Mr, Porte, and as a direct re- 
sult of his efforts there will no doubt 
be a large influx of very valuable citi- 
zens to Central Alberta during the 
coming season. 


CROSS VS. CRESCENT. 

The first great conflict between

The Arabian cavalry 
charged so audaciously that for a 
time the cause of Christianity seemed 
lost. On the following day, however, 
the Moslem hosts retreated and were 
driven beyond the Pyrenees. Thus, 
wihtin a hundred years of the death 
of Mohammed, the tide of the con- 
quests ja the west was forever rolled 
l pack.

That the Grand Trunk Pacific rall- 
{road will reach Prince Rupert not later 
than June Ist of next year, was the 
vrediction of I, EB. Chamberlin, broth- 
er of I. J. Chamberlin, president of 
the Grand Trunk, who was in Edmon- 
{ton yesterday afternoon on his way to 
Winnipeg to join the latter on a hunt- 
ing trip, Mr, Chamberlin” is engaged 
fin construction work near Fort George, 
but whether he was Identified with 
Moley, Welch & Stewart or the Grand 
{Trunk he would not say. 

“People have been trying to find out 
for years which company I was iden- 
jtified with,” laughed Mr, Chamberlin, 
“but very few of them have been able 
to find out.” 

Practically the only thing to be con- 
sidered now is the laying of the steel. 
The grade is finished or will be finished 
to Fort George long before the track 
layers can catch up with the graders, 
Grading is now complete as far west 
as Mile 168, and is being held up there 
temporarily, pending the construction 
of a bridge at Mile 164. There will 
only be a trestle strung there tempor- 
avily and a steel structure will be 
ferected later, From there to Mile 189 
the grado is againgcompleted and here 
another bridge will have to be strung 
Where the road crosses the Fraser riyer 
for the, second time. The part of the 
jworksavhich Mr. Chamberlin !s con- 
nected with only goes as far as Mile 
88, west of Fort George, and another 
contractor is bringing the line from 
Prince Rupert and the steel will be 
connected there, 

Mr: Chamberlin believes the grade 
will reach Fort George not later than 
December 16th, barring unforeseen ac- 
cidents, and the steel should be laid in 
there not later than January Ist. From 
Fort George on west, the obstables to 
be encountered are lighter In one way 
and heavier in another. Provisions 
have to be brought further, but the 
grading will not be so hard, as most 
of the way the road will be through 
gravel beds, while east of Fort George 
rock cuts and muskegs ure encountered, 
Which Ues up the work considerably, 
Mr. Chamberlin claims that Foley, 
Welch and Stewart, who are rushing 
the work through from Prince Rupert, 
say they can have their share of the 
work finished by <April 1st, but he 
doubted it, for although they did not 
have so much ground to cover, the 
difficulty ot getting provisions to the 
camp were greater, as they had to be 
hauled a number of miles. 

Mr. Chamberlin left for Winnipey 
yesterday afternoon, where he will join 
his brother in a few days’ hunting near 
the Saskatchewan border before re- 
turning to the west. While in the city

A) MONTREAL 


Commissioners Take Action 
Without Consultation With 
Anyone Interested, 


Montreal, Que, Oct. 3.—The harbor 
commissioners of the local port have 
raised the rates for the handling and 
storage of grain without im any way 
seeking to ask the opinion of the local 
trade, say many Montreal grain men. 

Yesterday the secretary of the corn 
exchange was the recipient of a letter 
from the harbor commissioners an- 
nouncing the change of tariff for grain 
{n elevators No. 1 and 2 under control 
of the commission.

LANCASHIRE COTTON TRADE

London, Oct 5.—There was no change 
yesterday in the serious position of af- 
fairs -In the Lancashire cotton trade, 
The determined attitude of the em- 
ployers is again emphasized In a stato- 
ment made by Sir Chas. Macara, pre- 
sident of the federation of Master Cot- 
ton Spinners’ associations, who declares 
that while the masters are the last 
people to desire a lockout, they will 
close their mills if the men at Bolton 
do not return to work, Sir Charles as- 
serts this is the gravest matter that 
has arisen for many years and that he

SMALLPOX GERM 
5 DISCOVERED 


German Scientist Claims Not 
Only to Have Discovered it 
But Can Propogate It, 


Berlin, Oct. &—The germ of 
smallpox, a protozoan so infinitesimal 
that it has passed through the minut- 
est fillers and escaped the trained 
gaze of microscopists for decades, has 
been finally discovered by Dr. Walter 
Fornet, staff physician at the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Academy. 

Dr. Fornet claims not only to have 
discoyered the germ, but to be able to 
propagate it. This:means that It will 
henceforth not. be necessary to inocu- 
late a calf or cow with smallpox virus 
in order to secure lymph for vaccina- 
tion, and_sonsequently. that a pure cul- 
ture can be secured: The lymph won 
by present methods contains numer- 
ous bacteria which must be ‘exterimin- 
ated before it can be-used for'vaceln- 
ation. ,- What further Dr. Fornet’s dis- 
covery may mean cannot yet be ‘old, 
but It opens the way for experiments 
along hitherto unknown lines in the 
treatment of smallpox. 

Apart from the possibility that Dr. 
Fornet’s discovery may result in new 
methods of treating smallpox, it {s im- 
portant in that it will make possible 
the preparation of a pure vaccine virus 
which may lessen the illfesults some- 
times following vaccination, and thus 
deprive the German anti-vaccination- 
{sts, whose number Is already consid- 
erable and. steadily ‘increasing, of 
much amraunition. The German law 
requires the vaccination of all child- 
ren in their first year and again in the 
twelfth, and is very rigorously. en- 
forced,
